When | 
inject a floppy, the drive spins for a while and then | get a 
message that the floppy isn't initialized and can't be read. If | 
attempt to initialize the floppy the drive spins again, gives a 
message that "initialization failed" and spits out the disk. 


| have tried two different types of disks. First, | formatted a 
DSDD disk to 400K on my Mac Classic. Second, | have some original 
Lisa software on SSDD disks that also can't be read (although 
haven't tried to initialize these. What | don't have is any Mac 
software on SSDD disks which | amthinking | may need. 


My other suspicion is that the head is not moving back and forth 
accrss the disk because of some lubrication problem.
